WASHINGTON Rep. Aaron Schock’s resigna- 
tion after six weeks of intense scrutiny over 
spending, travel and real estate deals marked 
a stunning fall for a politician once seen as a 
rising young voice in Congress. 

“It seemed like he was going to be a new, 
younger face in the political 
scene, and it was disappoint- 
ing to see,” said Angela Loring, 

38, a teacher interviewed out- 
side a Peoria grocery store in 
his congressional district. 

Schock, 33, said Tuesday he 
will step down March 31. He 
was in his fourth term in the 
House of Representatives, 
having served since 2009. 

The Republican from Peo- 
ria, whose conduct has been 
the subject of investigations 
by several news organizations, 
admitted no wrongdoing in his 
resignation statement, saying 
only that the constant ques- 
tions were a “great distraction.” 

Once he steps down, Schock no longer 
will come under the jurisdiction of congres- 


ers said the recent issues that have dogged 
Schock since The Washington Post on Feb. 2 
wrote about his $40,000 “Downton Abbey” 
office decor could follow him into his post- 
congressional life. 

A Capitol Hill source said lawyers at the 
Justice Department’s public integrity sec- 
tion, the Federal Election 
Commission, or state or 
federal prosecutors in Il- 
linois still could examine 
the allegations leveled

Schock easily won re-election in Novem- 
ber, but the spate of recent media reports 
quickly led to rumors he would resign. 

Still, just a week ago, according to a story 
in the Peoria Journal Star, Schock said, “I’m 
not going anywhere.” 

Sen. Dick Durbin, the assistant Senate 
Democratic leader from Illinois, said Tues- 
day that he was surprised by Schock’s resig- 
nation and suggested the move “reflects the 
gravity of his situation.” 

“The allegations against Congressman 
Schock are serious, raising questions about 
his expenditure of official funds and cam- 
paign funds,” Durbin said in a statement. 

Schock did not return messages left Tues- 
day on his cellphone. 

One campaign finance lawyer, who spoke 
on condition of anonymity said the Justice 
Department, should it be looking at a law- 
maker, generally would not be swayed 
one way or another by a resignation. 

Schock had been under scrutiny in 
2012 for allegedly soliciting a $25,000 
contribution from a political action 
committee in excess of legal limits. 

But that case, before the House Ethics 
Committee, will go away once Schock’s

Heroin deaths of young 
men, in Midwest have 
spiked in recent years

David Cohen started his 21st birthday the way 
a lot of people do: He had a couple of celebra- 
tory drinks with his family and then headed to 
a friend’s party 

But instead of waking up the next morning 
with a hangover, he found himself at Skokie 
Hospital in a three-day coma after overdosing 
on heroin. 

“I barely made it into adulthood,” said Co- 
hen, 42, of Chicago. “It was truly an act of 
God.” Cohen is now in long-term recovery 
attends 12-step meetings and is clinical direc- 
tor at Chicago addiction treatment center 
Hazelden. 

Heroin is a drug derived from morphine 
but is two- to four-times more potent. It typi- 
cally is sold as a white or brownish powder 
that can be injected, inhaled or smoked. Users 
almost immediately will feel a surge of eupho- 
ria or a “rush” that is 
“accompanied by a 
warm flushing of the 
skin, dry mouth and 
a heavy feeling in the 
extremities, which 
maybe accompanied 
by nausea, vomiting 
and severe itching,” 
according to the Na- 
tional Institute on 
Drug Abuse. ‘After 
the initial effects, 
users usually will be drowsy for several hours; 
mental function is clouded; heart function 
slows; and breathing is also severely slowed, 
sometimes enough to be life-threatening. 
Slowed breathing can also lead to coma and 
permanent brain damage.” 

Cohen was lucky But that’s not always the 
outcome. Between 2010 and 2013, the death 
rate from heroin overdoses in the United 
States has almost tripled, according to a 
March report from the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. Drug-overdose 
deaths were the top injury-related killer in 
the U.S. in 2013. Of those 43,982 deaths, 
8,257 were caused by heroin, which is up sig- 
nificantly from 2010, when there were about 
3,000 heroin-related deaths. 

Why the spike in heroin abuse? 

“Heroin abuse ... is dangerous both because 
of the drug’s addictiveness and because of the 
high risk for overdosing,” according to the 


National Institute on Drug Abuse’s website. 
“This danger is compounded by the lack of 
control over the purity of the drug injected 
and its possible contamination with other 
drugs.” 

Before Cohen’s birthday he said he had 
never tried heroin. He wasn’t a drug newbie 
by any means— until that point, he had been 
smoking pot, using cocaine, psychedelics and 
pharmaceuticals— but he believes he over- 
dosed because he didn’t know what exactly 
was in that little $10 bag from his friend. 

“{It} was either poison or it was very strong,” 
Cohen said, illustrating his point by using two 
wads of gum of similar size, shape and color. 

“This drug is 4 to 15 percent pure and it is 
likely going to kill me because of all the im- 
purities,” he said, pointing to one piece of 
gum and adding that many drug dealers will 
cut heroin with Ajax or other white powdery 
substances to dilute the batch and make more 
money 

“This drug,” Cohen said, pointing to the 
other piece of gum, “is 70 to 80 percent pure 


and it’s likely going to kill me because it’s so 
potent. It’s not by quantity; it’s by quality And 
you can’t tell the difference {by looking at it}.” 

Men vs. women 

Young white men ages 18-44 had the highest 
rate for drug-poisoning deaths in 2013, com- 
pared with black men ages 45-64 in 2000, the 
CDC report said. And the number of heroin- 
related deaths was nearly four times higher 
for men than women. 

“Males in this age group overlap quite ex- 
tensively with the age group that reports 
the highest prevalences of substance use (in 
general, be it legal or illegal) and that is likely 
to engage in high risk behaviors like driving 
while under the influence of a drug,” said 
Dr. Nora Volkow, director of the National In- 
stitute on Drug Abuse, in an email. 

Cohen responded to the disparity between 
men and women by saying men tend to be 
more impulsive than women. He added that 
men usually buy the heroin from the dealer 
and later give it to their girlfriends or female

friends. 

“Girls are not generally the front-end con- 
sumer,” Cohen said. “If you went to the West 
Side right noty you would not see ... a lot of 
women dealers ... or women consumers there.” 

The Midwest: a heroin hub 

The Midwest became the region with the 
largest heroin overdose problems in 2013, 
according to the CDC report, passing the 
Northeast and the West, which tied for the 
highest rate in 2000. 

“Chicago is uniquely positioned as a major 
heroin hub because of its centralized location 
and ample transportation that can help peo- 
ple deliver and disperse narcotics across the 
Midwest,” WBEZ and the Chicago Reader 
reported in a nine-part series on heroin in De- 
cember 2013. 

Metro Chicago, specifically, “now leads the 
nation in emergency room visits for heroin 
overdoses,” according to the WBEZ/Reader 
series, which quoted a 2011 study from the

But what is being done to curb that? And 
are the survivors being treated only for the 
physical symptoms of heroin overdose— re- 
spiratory failure, low blood pressure, brain 
damage— and not addiction? Cohen said 
from his professional experience, he believes 
the medical community is beginning to un- 
derstand addiction as a disease through neu- 
roscience and psychiatry but “they still have 
a long way to go.” 

When he overdosed in the early ’90s, it was 
a different story 

“When I was in the coma, I was treated by 
some of the best physicians in the area for the 
acute symptoms of a drug overdose,” he said. 
“But when I woke up ... no one told me I had 
a chronic, progressive problem. No one said, 
‘You should probably go to rehab.’ Nobody” 

At Hazelden, he’s built a career out of work- 
ing to change that. But he’s not alone. There 
are several insurance- and/or state-funded 
resources for those suffering from a drug ad- 
diction (see sidebar), though there’s a discus- 
sion in Springfield about slashing some of the 
state funding for these resources, according 
to a February press release from the Illinois 


Alcoholism Drug Dependence Association. 

Cohen’s road to recovery did not start im- 
mediately after his birthday overdose. Initial- 
ly he said he experienced heavy cravings, low 
self-esteem and felt hopeless. Within days of 
leaving intensive care, he was injecting heroin 
again. He said it took run-ins with the law, two 
more overdoses, selling his material posses- 
sions and burning every bridge to finally gain 
the humility to accept help. He went through 
a medical detox, spent four months in resi- 
dential treatment and lived in a sober house 
for two months. Although he had one relapse 
after 10 months of continued clean time, he 
said he has been able to remain completely 
drug- and alcohol-free for more than 18 years. 

In 1996, he returned home to Chicago. “I 
walked into my parents’ house and my little 
sister gave me a huge hug and I knew I made 
the right decision {to get clean and return 
to Chicago},” Cohen said. “I look at my re- 
stored relationships with family and friends 
as evidence of a higher power at work. Today I 
work my recovery program and attend 12-step 
meetings like my life depends on it ... because 
it does.”

Dr Nora Volkow, director of the National 
Institute on Drug Abuse, responded: 

‘A number of studies have suggested that 
people transitioning from abuse of pre- 
scription opioids to heroin cite that heroin 
is cheaper, more available, and provides 
a better high. In addition to these market 
forces, some have reported that percep- 
tions of heroin use were softened after 
trying opioid pills. In a recent survey of 
people in treatment for opioid addiction, 
almost all-94 percent-said they chose to 
use heroin because prescription opioids 
were “far more expensive and harder to 
obtain.” However it should be noted that 
heroin use is rare among those who mis- 
use prescription opioids. According to the 
National Survey on Drug Use and Health 
(NSDUH), only a small fraction (less than 
4 percent) of people are shifting from 
non-medical use of pain relievers to 
heroin use.

ISN'T AS HARD AS IT LOOKS 



I t’s office pool season yet again — that time of year when co- 
workers hunker down in front of their computers soaking in 
every possible basketball stat while they pretend to work. 


Every year, you watch them delight 
in the company bracket, those 
foreign-looking pieces of paper that 
get left on the printer next to the 
quarterly reports.

Blackhawks’ new ‘hockey 
dad’ just wants a Stanley 
Cup before he retires

You can never have enough leaders in the 
locker room. Especially toward the 
end of the season, when every point 
counts and the playoffs inch closer. 

The Blackhawks weren’t hurt- 
ing for a leader with a room full of 
seasoned players such as Jonathan 
Toews, Duncan Keith, Marian 
Hossa, Patrick Sharp and Brent 
Seabrook, but at the trade deadline 
they certainly found one in defenseman 
Kimmo Timonen. 

It’s not just Timonen’s eight seasons as an 
alternate captain with Philadelphia or sitting 
at third among active defensemen in points 
(571) that can make him use- 
ful to the Hawks, but also 
his desire to go out a cham- 
pion before he retires after 
this season. 

“Winning is the only 
{reason} I’m here. That’s 
the only thing,” said Tim- 
onen, who turns 40 on Wednesday “Because 
you know, if I’d won a Cup before, I probably 
wouldn’t take this chance. It was hard work 
to get into game shape. It’s wasn’t one day I 
decided to come back, I worked hard for four 
months and it’s not easy at this age.” 

Before coming to Chicago, Timonen hadn’t 
played since April 30 because of potentially 
life-threatening blood clots in his legs and 
lungs. His first game with the Hawks was 
March 2. The four-time All-Star is easing back 
into the game. 

“My body feels like it’s ready for hockey 
again,” he said. “It was a tough few games 
there, but I’m starting to feel good. Every day 
is better and better.” 

Timonen has spent time with fellow Finn 
and Hawks forward Teuvo Teravainen. 

“I had never met him before and I heard 
a lot of things about him. Now the last two, 
three weeks I {got} to know him, go out for 
dinners— he was my driver a little while 
there,” Timonen said, laughing. 

“Obviously he’s very young. So he’s got a 
long road ahead of him, but he seems fine. 
He’s got a lot of skill obviously but he’s got a 
lot of work to do, too.” 


What advice does he have for Teravainen? 

“Have fun and enjoy the game,” Timonen 
said. “Battle hard in this league; {you} can’t 
take off shifts. Just {to} try to do his best every 
shift.” 

Having Timonen around certainly has ben- 
efited the 20 -year-old Teravainen. 

“He’s a great guy” Teravainen said. “He has 
so much experience. We just had the {fathers’} 
trip, so I think I had like two dads on the trip, 
because I had my own dad and my hockey 
dad. So he’s a great guy” 

Another young Hawk, 24-year-old defen- 
seman David Rundblad, understands the ad- 
vantages of having a highly-decorated veteran 
around. 

“He’s been in the league for a lot of years 
and he’s a good offensive D-man as well,” 
Rundblad said. “Just for me as a young guy, just 
watching him out there, maybe just {talking} 
to him about different situ- 
ations, I think can help me 
a lot. Just him being around 
this league for so long makes 
him a leader. If he talks to 
you, you listen to him.” 

Longtime alternate cap- 
tain Sharp noticed Timonen 
take on a leadership role immediately 

“He’s fit in right away” Sharp said. “With 
the kind of experience that he has in the 
league and the respect he has leaguewide 
from the players, he has no problem adjusting 
to any kind of locker room. We’ve dealt with 
that adding Hoss {Marian Hossa}, Michal 
Handzus, Jamal Mayers— Kimmo is in that 
same group of respected leaders.” 

Perhaps another reason Timonen is starv- 
ing for a Stanley Cup is because he’s still 
haunted by Patrick Kane’s title-winning goal 
against his Flyers in 2010. 

“I didn’t see it go in, but when I skated be- 
hind the net I could see the puck stuck in the 
corner,” Timonen said. “So I knew at that mo- 
ment. 

“There’s a picture in the practice rink 
{Johnny’s IceHouse} ... {of} that moment. So 
every time when you walk in there, you re- 
member that moment. It’s history I’ve been 
in those situations— Olympics, World Cups, 
world championships, Stanley Cup Finals — 
it’s never easy But you appreciate those mo- 
ments and {the} process to get there.”
